Of tiio.io 150 woru in com- 
inisaioii, and tliu balance in ruaorvu or 
proparation. The list includes U2 arinor- 
pluted ships, of which sevun were build- 
ing. .J^Jbte iiionckds are divided into five 
classei"/"''Tlie'fir3t cliiBa contains 12 turret 
ahius,;and l)arbutlu rthipa for gruat naval 
VkniiK at homo and abroad. Oiiu of tho 
niost pqworful of tlie.io is the Intluxiblo, 
of 11,880 tons and 8,000 horae-power, on- 
caaod in armor IC to 24 inches thick, and 
carrying four 80 ton guna. None of the 
vesauU of thif class have less than 14 inch 
armor, those of Inter construction having 
their armor steel faced. Two 100 ton 
guns aro included in the armamoiit of tlio 
Anson, and are the heaviest artillery car- 
rieci in 'the fleet. The second class of 
British ironclads includes the ships con- 
structed for ocean warfare, but inferior in 
power to tiiiiao of i.!io ilrai ouinn. TliuSO 
have a rango of from 'J,i")0O to 8,500 toua, 
as against 9,000 lo 11,800 in i\rat claaa 
ahips. Thu third class includes a larger 
number and yreator variety of rigged 
ships for cruising, '.tiheir ^tunoRKe bein^ 
from C,000 to 9,000 tons. Tho North- 
ampton, flag ship, of the North American 
station, is iticludod in this class. Tho 
fpurth class of armored ships includoa a 
conaidorablo group intended for coast do 
fence. The lifth cla.s3 includes a number 
of partly antiquated rigged ships for cruis- 
ing. Besides thg 'iroiicliid vessels al»ivo 
referred to, there aro unamiored ships uf 
great" afssa and formidable erpiipment. 
Among th'cso tha moat important aro 
three irou-'built frigates of 5^,000 to 0,000 
tpns and 7,500 liorsopuwor oucli, ci\rryirig 
26 guns— two 12 ton, Bi.xtoon C)h ton, and 
eight G4 pounders. Thoso wero until re- 
cently the swiftest voaaols in tho navy. 
Tho Iris and Mercury, sto-jl deapatch voa- 
aols of more recent conatruotion, can 
make 18^ knota an hour. Of late, owing 
to the diBOUssion in thu press and parlia- 
ment last year us to tho insullieiuncy of 
tho British navy, oU'orts iiavu boon made 
to strengthen it by tho addition uf new 
ahipa. The ministerial programme laid 
before parliament in Docenibor last, pro- 
posed to order at onco four first claas 
ironclads, five bolted crui.sora_ armored 
along tho water lino, two torpedo rams, 
tan seagoing torpedo cruiaera, and thirty 
first claas torpedo boata. It will take a 
long tinio to complete the larger of thoso. 
Within tho paat few weoks a. number of 
swift ocean steaiiiors of tho merchant 
marine have been purchased by tho gov- 
orninent, and after buing slrongthuned, 
will bo equipped with guns aiid crows. 
Their speed will enable them to mancuuvre 
to advantage, and also to run away from 
tho moro *ormidahlo ironclads, if assailed 
by such an onomy. I'j'ngland'a navy has 
probably twice tho elloctivo strength of 
llussiii's. Whether thoy will come in col- 
lision in such fashion as to give the world 
the spectacle of a groat battle of ironolad 
fleets may be doubted, as the naval 
strength of Russia will be within the shel- 
ter of tho Baltic and the Black Seas, and 
if followed thither will bo found within 
the protection of fortified harbors, 

THM MEETING. 

Lot no man who feels au interest in tho 
integrity of the British empire and is will- 
ing to oH'er his Ktirvicca frooly in defoneo of 
this part of tlio Doiuinion ab.sent hiiusuU 
from the publics iiK-i-ting to-iiiglit. As a lir.nt 
Htop an olVurt should l)o i)iit forth to en- 
courage tlu; young iiu.ii of Victoria to enter 
tho militia; and wo can snggoKt no butter 
way tliiiii for old men who are healthy 
and strong to set tho good example. In 
the event of war — as was shown yesterday 
morning — every malo oapablo of bearing 
arms is liable to be drafted into the ranks. 
Foreignors oven, aro not exempt under tlic 
conscription clauseoftbeMilitia Act. All who 
enjoy thu protection of the Britinh flag aro 
liable to bo calleil on to serve. Women, 
of coiirao, aro lUJU-cuiuljaluiit.-i ; but they 
make tho be.st hn.ipilal nur.^ea andean 
and will volunteer t.o prepare lint .and 
bandages or lill cartridges and da many 
•other womanly things in time of need. 
The mooting to-night should resi'ilve to 
aid the fleet in protecting the city and 
province in case of a conllict. It is im- 
portant that the militia ahuuld bo immed- 
iately recruited to its full strength. There 
are resident hero many who have "seen 
aervico," and who are disposed to join 
tho force. "An lOiigliali Workiiignian" 
in another C(dumn aiiggoata a good plan 
for enlisting tlu! workinginun; and we do 
not believe there is an employer in tho 
city who, if any of his eniployea should 
join the militia, will refuse to keep their 
situations upon for them at the close of 
the term of service. There should be a 
general turnout t(.i-niglit and some prac- 
tical steps should 1)0 a(io|ited. 



The answer will be 
that wo have not got the riflemen; true, 
but the material from which to organi-io 
thorn wo have. Shall wo utilize it? It is 
true that the feeling of tho working 
classes, which I endeavored to show in 
my former letter, stand somewhat in the 
way, but they could very easily be re- 
moved if the business men in Victoria 
will display anything like their usual 
energy and slirowdiioas.

Lot the l^usinesB men. of this city adopt 
nine hours aa. a day's^ labor, titty-four 
hours as a week's work. Ijut it be iniido 
as a voluntary oli'or on their part to tho 
working men and thoy will not want for 
volunteers, nor will they bo in any way 
tho loser by so doing for they can 
advance their goods a small per- 
centage to make up the dillerenco 
in addition 'tip' whion tho increasod 
confidonco which it would give to every 
branch of businesa, '"thereby ' preventing 
that stngimtion iii business circles which 
will otherwise occur, and occasion tlioni an 
iuliuatuly greater loss than any iniaginurv 
one thoy uiiglit think thoy would sustain 
by tho reduction of tlie liiMirs of labor. 
With ninu hours as :i dny's worl;, labor 
would eeaso at 11 o'eloclc Saturday. Tho 
voluiiteers would then have one afternoon 
each woolr for rillo practice. They, on tho 
other hand, when thoy saw tho business 
lueu niukiug au earnest otTort, would 
promptly respond and give thoir nightn to 
drill, and you uonUl awakun an ardor and 
enthusiasm such us could be arotised in no 
other way. There arc (jnito a number of 
men huru who have b(donged to military 
companies elsewhuro and have had con- 
siderable praetieo with tlu' ride; they would 
be a valuidile addition in organi/ing new 
cori)a. 

There is uiKithi'r subji'i't for the cou- 
sideralion of the citizens of N'icturia. The 
papers state tll.'it there are many Hritish 
subjects south of. the line who would will- 
ingly como over to assist in defending this 
pro.iuco. TUo writer has been in most of 
the I'aeitiu stJiteii and territories, and pitr- 
Bonally knows tliis atalement to be true; 
but what iuduoemeut is there for thoin to 
come? They could not come here and idle 
around, may bo for years, to be here in 
ease the town should be attacked, and an 
einpty pnrso and an <'mpty stomach is apt 
to cool otV even wane ]>atriotism. If this 
place is attacked, it signifies that the eiir-iiiy 
are in possession of the straits, and in that 
case how are they to get lierey If thej' 
como before, what aro they to ilo to earn a 
living until such lime us their services are 
recpiired? The eity is apt now to reaj) tli<? 
beuolit of having fiistered an iilion race to 
the exolnsiou of tbuir own, for there are 
many who come hero sffokingrost and find- 
ing none; when they Would ask for work 
iliuy iVuiilu uo Luld, I have Chinamen to do 
that kind of work, and failing to find 
work under tho tiag they loved, were 
forced to seek in foreign country the op- 
portunity denied them at homo. Is it not 
time to abandon this peiinywiso and 
poundfoolish policy ? and it is 'not tho 
men ahmo who snll'or. 'l^e writer well 
romeinbors, several years ago a lady, who 
was and is well ruapocted in tills coin 
raunily, on tho occasion of a girl in her 
employ gutting married, deolaro that she 
would got a China boy in future, aa she 
had bad three girls and they all got mar- 
ried. It ii foreign to my purpuae to de- 
fend any young lady, or hired girl for that 
matter, who is guilty of such outrageous 
conduct as to desire to havo a comfortable 
mid happy homo of hur own, for if thoy 
will bo guilty of sucli henions uffencos 
they must oxpect tu reap the consequences. 
If the business men would combine from 
this time forward to mako room for every 
loyal British subject who might arrive in 
(jur niidat in search of omployment, even 
though they might havo to diaponao with 
tho much-valued Mongolian, thoy would 
soon havo a largo and valuablu addition 
to tho defenses of Victoria, and would 
thoy loao anything erentually by such a 
courao ? Every one so added to the popu- 
lation would bocoino an industrial factor 
whose intoroats would bo identitied with 
thoae of tho community with whom he 
re.iidud. A coiiaunier spending his earn- 
ings with us and increasing tho general 
prosperity, would thus, in an indirect way, 
more than repay the increaaed wages paid 
out; and I think few will dispute that our 
own race can, with a little patience and 
perseverance, perform any honorable em- 
ployment almost as well as the aforesaid 
Mongolian. 

At the present time when Britain is

Are 
wo deacendaritH of the race that under 
Good Queen Bess snapped their lingers at 
the invmoiblo armada, and when Napoleon 
formed his army of invaaiun, sent mit 
their gallant seamen, lined their shores 
with beacons and bid thorn dehancof Is 
it not time for us to show .that we have 
not deguiiorated ? Is it not time for us 
to pro[)are for atiy emergency that may 
arise and prove that wo are worthy soiia 
of gallant sirea? Lot ua not imitate the 
wagoner in tho fable, but put our 
shoulders to tho wlioel and lift it (JUt of 
the rut and rust assured we alrill not bo 
loft to bear the brunt of the conflict alone.

The war cloud iu Enrnpo has caused a 
brisk demand for American steam vessels 
uf tho tirst class, which aro airong enough 
to carry heavy batteries and fast enough 
to serve as cruisers. Tho agents of both 
Russia and England have not been idle in 
searchinK for the best vessels that can be 
used for war purposes, and a rush seemed 
to bo made, as toleorams from the H ist 
indicat(«; for tho Mariposa ami .Alaniudii 
of the Sprecklea' (_lceanic lino Let ween 
San Francisco and tho Hawaiian Ishunls. 
No direct oilers havo' been made for the 
two vessels, but two gentloitfen, one it is 
thought, reprasianting iiussia," and one 
acting in behalf of Englaiid, have asked 
John D. Sprockola, presi lent of the com- 
pany , if tho stoainaliips u ere for salo for 
cash. As almost any [iroperty can be 
bought at the owner's price, the gentle- 
men aro doubtless salistied that the oiu; 
who comes forward tirst with tho re- 
quisite amount in coin will be servud 
without delay. The Alameda and Al.tri- 
poaa will niiike two of the fastest cruisers 
afloat, and tlioro is iioiliing in the 
Pacitic waters that can approach 
them in speed.

Tho estimate of the re- 
port was altogether out, as if the light 
was taken over it would be necessary that 
A corapoteni electrician bo employed. 

Coun. Bradon also disfavored the tiik 
ing over of tho light, as ho thought it 
would require a largo amount to put the 
light in repair. 

His worship waa sorry that tho com- 
mittee had not given their own Ggureo in- 
stead of Mr. McMicking'a. There was 
no doubt that many charges wero nvur- 
lookod, the salary of an electrician and 
tho item of interoat, both m.ist important, 
His worship read fignroa to show that the 
coat of light was as cheap with it managed 
by tho company as it would ' be were it 
the property of the council, and thought 
the present contract system waa tho best 
for tho city's intoroet. Tho figures f.ir 
tho service would bo nearer ^■■(jO,0!)n for 
the balance of tho term than the .-r'liT.UOO 
as stated by the cmnniitteo, whichever 
way tho mattor was looked at, ho thought 
tho faot was shown that the purchase of 
the light would bo against tho interest of 
the city. The light was not at present up 
to Rgreoment. Tho gas company were 
prepared to light '200 lamps for SoO,UOO 
for the aaiue time as tho electric light. 
This ho thought would bo a better light 
than an increased electric light, and the 
cost would also be less. Taking every- 
thing into consideration ho thought the 
plan of allowing tho electric light ccuu- 
pany to run tho light would be the best. 

Ooun. Grant looked at the matter from 
a purely huaincss atnndpoint. He had 
gone thoroughly into the matter and on 
tho score of economy, be thought tho ser- 
vice should bo bought. There was no 
doubt that the citj' was at [U'esent inellici- 
oiit, but tho auVmrba were better lighted 
by the oloctrio light than they could be hy 
gas. Ho did not blame iho electric light 
company for trying to get rid of tho light, 
for the agreement betweou the council and 
the company was a very uncurtain one. 
Ho waa not an advocate for tho electric 
light coniiiany but merely spoke from an 
economical point of view 

Conn. Teague called tbo attention of tho 
council to the fact that the lirst report 
proved that the li^ht waa "2000 canilbj 
power over what tho contract called f. r 
The olootric light gave a better light in the 
suburbs than gns ever ilid. He wiuild ho 
in favor of taking over the light, as In;

AVater €oniniitt«e's Report. 

The following are tho r.^coiiiiiiendatioii3 
contained in tho report of tlm wnLur 
coniinittee snbiiiitted to tho council two 
weidi'd ago: — 

lat. In respect to tiio coiuinunioation 
from .Mr. Muir, iilsn potiliun fruiu tesi- 
deiics "on Church Hill, your committee 
tiiid that there aro t\j pipes on hnml at 
prcaont, but as lifty tona aro expected lo 
/irrive about the tit-at of j\Iay iie.xt, wo 
would recommend, upon tludr arrival 
that a live inch pipe be laid from Douglas 
street along Itay and (Jnadra atreots for 
the better supply of that section of the 
city. We would ulao recommend that a 
four inch pipe be laid from Douglas street 
along View street lo School reserve. 
.\l3o suggest that hydruiits bo placed at 
certain intervals along the aforesaid lino 
of pipe. 

Wo would ulao recomuiond that all 
water required for brickyards or other 
manufacturing purposes outside tho city 
limits shall bo drawn by niedro into tanks 
between cliu hours of !> p. m. and 1 a. in.; 
(ilao, that no water shall bo used for irri- 
gating piir|M.ses outside the cily limits 

Your committee tiiid that owing to tho 
large and increasing demand of water for 
dvnestic use a by-Uw will be required to 
regulate the use of water in tho city for 
irrogiitiiig pui poses. Wo would also re- 
e.oiimeiiil that a |jipe dh.ill be c.oiiicctod 
to any re:;i..leiice or grounds f.ir said irri- 
gating piirp.ises only, aijd further, that 
all ]ii(iea n.nv connected for that pijr[)oac 
bo shut oil'. Your coniinitteo propose to 
submit a by-law to onforou the same, also 
to regulate all pipes and connections to 
the city mains. 

We also tlnd lhat f.r a distance of 900 
feet the main conduit pipe at Snider's 
Hill is the cause of a great deal of trouble 
oil account of tho pipe being laid at ton 
high un elevation, iu fact, it bus been 
a groat drawback to tlie supply of 
water since tho water works have been 
iiiiingiirateil and v.'ill coiilinuo to be so 
until it is changed ti'i a lower grade, and 
wo strongly rocouiiiieiul tliiit tho said pipe 
be lowered to tho proper gnido as. soon as 
possible. Your committee having been 
ugain reminded by a large number of 
ratop.iyers of tho urgent necessity of a 
better and more eriuitalile aupidy of water, 
especially for tho lli^ll levels of the city, 
and being fully con viiiced that the cor- 
poration in the near future will bo obliged 
to sitpi.iiy tiie riitppiiyers With a more 
abundant supply of water; and as wo' aro 
also coiiviuccd that the revenue now col- 
lected from waterworks will justify tho 
corporation In undertaking the work, and 
by so doing the city can li.ive ilio beiietit 
of the iiuicli nci'dcd i iiiprovcineiit at once; 
and believing that lliu reservoir sy.stein is 
the most feasible plan for iiccomplishing 
the much desired improvement, your com- 
inittoe cannot too strongly recoinmeiid the 
council to secure the passage of a bylaw 
to borrow the necessary amount of money 
to compl(!le the wurlc, cmiviiiced as wo 
are that the [iroiioeed work is an abscdute 
iiecossily, and in tho interest of the whole 
city should be undertaken ut once.

A Toitngr Man Murders ilis 
Itlotlicr ami Sister Then 
Kills Iliinsvlt. 

GiiEEXWKMi ((!oiiu, ), A|)ril 22, -.-'v 
terrible tragedy took jilacc lu^re yester- 
day afternoon. Barclay Johnson, the 
son of a prominent railrQad lawyer 
liamed J. Augustus Johnson, wliih;

Mrs. Johnson was shot in the back of 
the head and the sister in the mouth, 
after an apparent struggle, and again 
the eye.

Later accounts of ilie lianowinL;
